Outside their ranks,there 
will be general agreement that the 
result is better as it is, and when 
the smoke has cleared away and 
passions cooled the rank and file 
of the third party will probably 
come to the same conclusion, One 
may differ with Mr. Meighen on 
the fiscal issue and still recognise 
that it would be a national loss 
at this time if a man of his ability 


and experience were jexeluded 
from Parliament. As premier Mr. 
Meighen made a failure. As lead- 


er of the Conservative opposition 
in these unsettled times he has an 
opportunity forsolid and valuable 
public service.

Stephen Foster's 
Real Positoin In 
Musical History 


The standard which excludes the 
popular songs of our Stephen Foster 
from the list of real folksongs cannot j 
be accepted as “scientific.” Dr. Hugo | 
Riemann, the leading German theor- | 
ist and lexicographer, defines the | 
word ‘“Volsiied” as either a eong 
which originated among the people | 


j {Le., the poet and composer of which | 
}are no longer known), or one which | 
[has been adopted 


by the people; or, | 
finally, one which is ‘volksmassig,’ |.¢-, | 
simple and easily comprehended in |

adopted by the whole American peo- | 
ple, and they are always simple in | 
melody and harmony. To exclude 
them for the reason that their com- 
poser happens to be known, ts an 
argument that can be reduced ad ab- 
surdum by a question: Suppose some , 
antiquarian discovered that certain 
folksongs dear to the Germans for 
generations were composed by such, 
and such an ingividual; wodid a sing- 
le person in ®he whole empire cease to 
consider them folksongs? And if by 
some miracle the names of all the or- 
iginators of these melodies were ascer- 
tained, would folksongs cease to 
exist?

‘oster wrote his own poems as well 
the words and 
music of such songs as “Way Down 
Upon the Suwanee River,” ‘“Massa's 
in the Cold, Cold Ground,” “My Old 
Kentucky Home” are as closely allied 
as are the text and music in Wagner's 
und Isolde.” Yet—and here 
is another point of identity with the 
originators of true folksongs—he was 
not a profesional musician. Far from 
it. To save his life he could not have 
composed a symphony or a sonata, or 
even a short piece for the pianoforte. 
His harmonies seldom go beyond the 
three most elementary chords—tonic, 
dominant and sub-dominant; and his! 
melodies are so rich and satisfying in ' 
thems es that they give pleasure 
even without harmonies, which bring | 
them under the definition of folksong 
given by Terlioz. Of musical form 
Foster took no more thought than a/| 
canary. His songs “give voice to the | 
joys, ‘sorrows. hopes and aspirations | 
of a people rather than an individu- | 
al;" they are sungs created by the peo- | 
ple--the folk--for he was one of them. | 
If they are not folksongs, what under | 
the sun are they? Some have called | 
name “volk- | 
sthumlich,’ ‘which means conscious 
imitations of folksongs, like Schulz's 
“Lieder im Volkston;” but Foster did 
not consciously imitate the songs of 
his or any other country; he wrote 
what he did because his genius was | 
built that way. |

he had to make his living by writing 
for the “negro-minstrels,’ ‘who at that | 
time had practically a monopoly of 
the concert business; yet even those | 
of his poems which he wrote in the} 
negro dialect voice the general feel- | 
ing of mankind rather than those of 
a particular race; and as for his melo- 
dies, they are as unlike true negro 
music as a Hungarian rhapsody is un- 
like a Bellini operatic aria. In every

finitely more than they have any im- 
ported folksongs. Apart from a na-/ 
tional anthem, nothing arouses such
